Since they Entered War Army Box­ 
ing Contests and Ather Sports 
Have Become Commonplace.

New York, Jan. 17.—The past of 
sports lies in the ash heap of 
the 
fires of 1917 and 1918. 
The future 
stretches over a rosy era, 
bom in 
the fires which left 
their marks in 
deep fissures. 
The years of trouble and inaction 
were short, but 'their influence will be 
felt to a great extent when 
sports 
again gets the sendoff. 
Inaction will not 
be 
felt 
long. 
Returning soldiers anti reopening of 
business along the lines of peace will 
give their aid in putting games of all 
sorts on a firmer footing even than 
they held before war came. 
Out of the army camps has come 
a respect for boxing that never ex­ 
isted before. 
The average 
soldier 
who never saw a boxing match 
be­ 
fore he began to shoulder a rifle for 
Uncle Sam now realizes that in this 
sport is typified the very 
l>est 
of 
American manhood. 
He 
realizes 
that, conducted along decent, clean 
lines, there is no sport that 
has a 
greater fascination for the American 
public. 
For this reason it may he 
expected that the year 1919 will be 
one of the greatest boxing ever saw. 
Championship bouts are in the of­ 
fing. 
That they will be held, attend­ 
ed by tremendous audiences, seems a 
foregone conclusion. 
The reason for this is that 
many 
thousands of soldiers cared nothing 
for sports because they never 
had 
been given the opportunity of 
wit­ 
nessing high class contests in 
any 
line. 
Since they became 
members 
of the army boxing contests, base­ 
ball, football, and track 
And 
field 
meets, have become 
commonplace. 
They learned to like 
them. 
There­ 
fore, they will yearn for the 
same 
thing when they .again don civilian 
dress and take up civilian habits. 
There have been no extraordinary 
boxers developed in the army. There 
are a few boxers, of 
course, 
who 
learned what they know since they 
have had the advantage of instnic- 
] tors in the army, but 
the 
constant 
I moving from place to place and the 
rigid enforcement of army discipline, 
which requires a certain amount of 
! work and drill from 
each soldier, 
j has prohibited close 
application to 
j the technique 
of 
the 
game. 
But 
there will be graduates to the class 
¡of professionals from the ranks of 
the fighters when they are mustered 
out, and these will help boxing.

National Enrollment Week for Re­ 
serve Begins January 20. 


Washington, Jan. 
16.—JSecretary 
of Labor Wilson has asked the gov­ 
ernor?' of all States

cooperate

of the week beginning January 20 
as a national enrollment 
week 
for 
rbe United States Boys working re­ 
serve. 
This organization, created during 
the war to fumUh an addition.«! ag­ 
ricultural labor supply, 
miHf 
be 
continued, the Secretary said in his 
appeal to the 
governors, in 
order 
that food production ^uftbient to the 
requiremnts of the world may be ob­ 
tained. 


Red Cross Civilian Relief demobi­ 
lization work has just been defined 
by the Lake Division, 
Director of 
Civilian Relief—Jam es L. Fieser. 
“The obligation of the Red Cross 
to the families of men in active 
or 
military’ forces does not cease upon 
honorable discharge* from the serv­ 
i c e , M r . Fieser says. 
•In addition, the Red Cross Horae 
Service sections throughout 
Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky are strenght- 
ening their organization to meet the 
needs of the returning men,— those 
i in good physical condition as 
well 
j as the disabled— during the 
period 
of re-adjustment to civil life. 
Civilians, wounded as the 
direct 
result of war ateivities are also en­ 
titled to Red Cross Home 
Service, 
and the families living in this coun­ 
try of men serving with any of the 
allied forces. 
Only the 
families 
of 
deserters 
from the military and naval forces 
of the United States have no 
right 
to this service, though even in these 
cases considerate action will be tak­ 
en to assure the families’ continued 
welfare. 
But the 
Red Cross 
knows 
that 
there will not he many deserters, it 
is the families— anxious 
to 
have 
their men at home, anxious to earrv 
out the plans made before the war— 
who will need encouragement to keep 
them from worrying their men. 
Difficulties concerning delayed al­ 
lotment and allowance checks, pro- 
\ blems of filing claims for compensa­ 
tion and insurance benefits, 
health 
and social problems growing out of 
the discharge of large numbers of 
men from service because of physi­ 
cal disability— these and many oth­ 
er necessities will 
keep the Home 
Service sections of the Red Cross in 
, the Lake Division busy for an inde- 
. finite time to come. 
For the disabled soldier, there is 
much that the Red Cross Home Ser­ 
vice is already doing. 
Perhaps the 
most important is teaching the m ans 
family an intelligent appreciation of 
his needs and difficulties. Often both 
the disabled man and 
bis 
family 
must be persuaded and convinced of 
the wisdom of the re-training which 
the Federal Board for 
\ ocational 
Education offers every man suffering 
a 10 per cent disability doc to gov­ 
ernment service. 
Names of all men discharged from 
camps and government hospitals in 
this country are reported to the Red 
Cross, and the »Home Service section 
nearest each man's home is notified, 
so that he wiH not lack help. 
The district office of the Federal 
Board co-operates 
with 
the 
Red 
Cross division office and these keep 
up a constant exehange of lists of 
discharged men coming to the atten­ 
tion of each agency. 
Even after a man has b.ien trained 
and procured employment the Feder­ 
al Board and the Red Cross still fol­ 
low up his case to 
safeguard 
the 
man’s interests until he is well 
on 
his feet. 
In all cases, however— Red Cross 
Home Service sections have been in­ 
structed to extend their service upon 
the principle that action shall he re­ 
sponsive-rather than initiatory.

(B y Mail.)— The 
oldest existing alliance in the world 
was demonstrated during the 
war 
on the Western front. 
It is the British-Portuguese eom- 
paet, which dates from early in the 
14th eentury. 
It only, of all the scores of leag­ 
ues of nations and 
ententes 
which 
have bound the various parts of E u­ 
rope more or less closely in varying 
combinations, has withstood the er­ 
osion of centuries and changing con­ 
ditions. 
While the original formal protec­ 
tive alliance between the two coun­ 
tries was not signed until the 
first 
part of the 14th century, British and 
Portuguese troops acted together in 
an informal entente as early a s 1148 
in the explusion of the Moors from 
Portugal. 
A British fleet, carrying crusaders 
to Palestine, happened to put in at a 
Portuguese port while the king 
of 
Portugal was trying to dislodge the 
Moors from Lisbon. 
He asked the 
British if they didn’ t want to coop­ 
erate in the common cause against 
Islam. 
The 
entente 
was su ccess­ 
ful. 
Portugal had a rather unique part 
to play in the European war. 
When 
the war began in 
August, 
1014, ’Portugal, true to her treaty, 
inquired of England what military 
assistance was 
needed. 
England 
replied none in France, but reques­ 
ted Portugal to send troops to Afri­ 
ca. 


So during the 1st period of 
the 
\ 
war Portugal, by an odd turn ol in­ 
ternational law occupied 
the 
dual 
position of an official neutral in Eur­ 
ope and an official 
belligerent 
in 
Africa. 
German-ships were putting 
in freely the ports of'Portugal, while 
in ¿Africa Portuguese and German 
troops were shooting each other. 


In 1915 England asked her ancient 
ally for a broader activity. 
Portu­ 
gal immediately seized all German 
vessels in her harbors 
and 
began 
sending troop- to the Western front. 
This brought a declaration of 
war 
from Germany. 


By placing her forces under Bri­ 
tish command, Portugal 
was 
the 
first 
European 
nation 
voluntarily 
to hand over command of her army 
to another nation, and she 
thereby 
became the first practical exponent 
of the great conception of allied un­ 
ity of command. 


Portugal kept several 
divisions 
on the West front, a small 
navy in 
the 
Mediterranean, 
scattered 
de­ 
tachments in Africa, 
and 
seamen 
fighting on scores of American 
and 
British armed merchant ships.

prisoner, and added that 
the 
Red 
Cross had taught the German eivil- 
iar population America’s strength.

New York, Jan. 17.^The past of 


sports lies in the ash heap of 
the 


fires of 1917 and 1918. The future 
stretches over a rosy era, born in 
the fires which left 
their marks in 


deep fissures. 


The years of trouble and inaction 


were short, but their influence will be 
felt to .a great extent when sports 
again gets the sendoff. 


Inaction will not 
be felt 
long. 


Returning soldiers and reopening of 
business along the lines of peace will 
give their aid in putting games of all 
sorts on a firmer footing even than 
they held before war came. 


Out of the army camps has come 


a respect for boxing that never ex- 
isted before. 
The average 
soldier 


who never saw a iboxing match 'be- 
fore he 'began to shoulder a rifle for 
Uncle Sam now realizes that in this 
sport is typified the very best 
of 


American manhood. 
He 
realizes 


that, conducted along decent, clean 
lines, there is no sport that has a 
greater fascination for the American 
public. 
For this reason it may be 


expected that the year 1919 will be 
one of the greatest boxing'ever saw. 
Championship bouts are in the of- 
fing. That they will be held, attend- 
ed by tremendous audiences, seems a 
foregone conclusion. 


The reason for this is that many 


thousands of soldiers cared nothing 
for sports because they never had 
been given the opportunity of wit- 
nessing high class contests in 
any 


line. 
Since they became members 


of the army boxing contests, base- 
ball, football, and track *nd 
1 field 


meets, have become commonplace. 
They learned to like them. There- 
fore, they will yearn for the 
same 


thing when they .again don civilian 
dress and take up civilian habits. 


There have been no extraordinary 


boxers developed in the army. There 
are a few boxers, of course, who 
learned what they know since they 
have had the advantage of instruc- 
tors in the army, but the constant 
moving from place to place and the 
rigid enforcement of army discipline, 
which requires a certain amount of 
work and drill from 
each soldier, 


has prohibited close 
application to

"The obligation of the Red Cross 


to the families of men in active or 
military forces does not cease upon 
honorable discharge* from the serv- 
ice," Mr. Pieser says. 


Hn addition, the Red Cross Home 


Service sections throughout 
Ohio, 


Indiana -and Kentucky are strenght- 
ening their organization to meet the 
needs of Mie returning men,—those 
in good physical condition as 
well 


as the disabled—during the period 
of re-adjustment to civil life. 


'Civilians, wounded as the 
direct 


result of war a-tcivities are also en- 
titled to (Red Cross Home Service, 
and the families living in this coun- 
try of men serving with any of the 
allied forces. 


Only the 
families 
of deserters 


from the military and naval forces 
of the United States have no 
right 


to this service, though even in these 
cases considerate action will be tak- 
en to assure the families' continued 
welfare. 


But the Red Cross 
knows that 


there will not be many deserters. It 
is the families—anxious 
to 
have 


their men at home, anxious* to carry 
out the plans made before the war 
who will need encouragement to keep 
them from worrying their men. 


Difficulties concerning delayed al- 


lotment and allowance checks, pro- 
blems of filing claims for compensa- 
tion and insurance benefits, 
health 


and social problems growing out of 
the discharge of large numbers of 
men from service because of physi- 
cal disability—these and many oth- 
er necessities will 
keep the Home 


Service sections of the -Red Cross in 
the Lake Division busy for an inde- 
finite time to come. 


For the disabled soldier, there is 


much that the 'Red 'Cross Home Ser- 
vice is already doing. Perhaps the 
most important is teaching the man's 
family an intelligent appreciation of 
his needs and difficulties. Often both 
the disabled man and hi.s family 
must be persuaded and convinced of 
the wisdom of the re-training which 
the Federal Board for 
Vocational 


Education offers every man suffering 
a 10 per cent disability due to gov- 
ernment service. 


Names of all men discharged from 


camps" and government hospitals in 
this country are reported to the Red 
Cross, and the Home Service section 
?iearest each man's 'home is notified, 
so t'hat 'he will not lack help. 


The district office of the Federal 


Board co-operates 
with the Red 


Cross division office and these keep 
up a constant exchange of lists of 
discharged men coming to the atten- 
tion of each agency. 


Even after a man has Itaen trained 


and procured employment the Feder- 
al Board and the Red Cross still fol- 
low up his case to safeguard 
the 


man's interests until he is well on 
his feet. 


In -all cases, however—Red Cross 


Home Service sections have been in- 
structed to extend their service upon 
the principle that action shall be re- 
sponsive, rather than initiatory.

British and Portuguese Troops act- 


ed Together in an Informal En- 


tente in 1148. 


PORTUGAL'S PART IN WAR 


Portugal Seized all German ships in 


Harbors and began Sending 


Troops to West Font. 


(By United Press.) 
0|.,,. 


London, I>ec. 16. (By Mail.)—The 


oldest existing alliance in the world 
was demonstrated during the 
war 


on the Western front. 


It is the British-Portuguese com- 


pact, which dates from early in thet 
14th 
century. 


It only, of all the scores of leag- 


ues of nations and ententes which 
have hound the various parts of Eu- 
rope more or less closely in varying 
combinations, has withstood the er- 
osion of centuries and changing con- 
ditions. 


While the original formal protec- 


tive alliance between 'the two coun- 
tries wns not signed until the first 
part of the 14th century, British and 
Portuguese troops acted together in 
an informal entente as early as 1148 
in the exclusion of the Moors from 
Portugal. 


A British fleet, carrying crusaders 


to Palestine, happened to put in at a 
Portuguese port while the king of 
Portugal was trying to -dislodge the 
Moors .from .'Lisbon. He asked the 
•Britisli if they didn't want to coop- 
erate in the common cause against 
Islam. 
The entente 
was success- 


ful. 


Portugal had a rather'unif|ue part 


to play in the 'European war. 
. [po 


•W'heu the war began in August, 


1014, 'Portugal, true to her treaty, 
inquired of England' what military 
assistance' was 
needed. 
England 


replied none in Prance, but reques- 
ted Portugal to send troops to Afri- 
ca. 


So during the 1st period of 
the 


war Portugal, by an odd' turn of in- 
ternational law occupied the 
dual 


position of an official neutral in Eur- 
ope and an official 
belligerent in 


Africa. 
German-ships were putting 


in freely the ports of 'Portugal, while 
in ^Africa 'Portuguese and German 
troops were shooting each other. 


Tn 1915 'England asked her ancient 


ally for a broader activity. Portu- 
gal immediately seized all German 
vessels in her harbors 
and began 


sending troops to the Western front. 
This brought a declaration of war 
from .Germany. 


By placing her forces 'under Bri- 


tish command, Portugal 
was 
the 


Brst European 
nation voluntarily 


to hand over command.'of her army 
to another nation, and she thereby 
became the first practical exponent 
of the great conception of allied un- 
ity .of command. 


(Portuga.1 kept several 
divisions 


on the West front, a small navy in 
the Mediterranean, scattered de- 
tachments in Africa, 
and 
seamen 


ighting on scores of American and 
British armed merchant sliips.
